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It wiiH before I became manager 
of the New Vork Baseball team. 

I was sliorlHlop for the Haltimores 
at the time, and we were on tlie 
Western circuit. And that is all the 
"strictly baseball " talk there will 
be In this story. I am sorry to dis- 
appoint those wlio are looking for a 
thrilling account from me of some 
hotly-contested game when I snatch- 
ed victory out of defeat and made 
a few hundred mirac'ulous runs to 
B^ive the day. Such stories are 
gif^fierally witten by novelists who 
wouldn't know a center field from 
a club perccuitage if they met one 
on a dark night. 

When a foreigner spends three 
weeks in America he writes a book 
on the country. When ho spends 
three years here he doesn't. Thai 
is my case. I've seen and played 
so many IhousandiH of games of ball 
that in the piescnl story I am go- 
ing to give myself a nice vacation 
from bat and "diamond." Hut the 
story I have to tell is, I think, as 
interesting as any ever wiiitten 
about a ball game. 

The baseball season was over, 
and I had accepted the invitation of 
my old friend. Col. Vance, to spend 
a couple of weeks with him in the 
Michigan woods. I knew a fort- 
night's tramping and shooting 
would be the best sort of relaxation 
for me after the Summer's woik.

Editor Journal :— It seems to 
mo my friend, Mr. Steidemann, of 
St. Louis, is over-sensitive without 
reason. Getting out my scrap-book 
and re-reading my letters anent the 
delay in tnailing the National Asso- 
ciation for the Deaf reports — said 
letter having been hastily penciled 
just Itefore retiring one night after 
a hard day's work, and finding at 
home a stack of " Kicks " : — 
IF/jere's mxj report ? — and it not be- 
ing my habit to reread things of 
no or little importance, and it also 
not being my habit to insinuate mat- 
ters that I do not hesitate to put in 
plain, every-day English, that even 
" he who runs may read," without 
a telescope or a magnifying glass — 
here's what I find I said in mv 
letter headed, " The Reason Why," 
of March 1st, and which appears to 
have brushed, tfie fur of the West- 
erner the wrong way : 

" It will be recalled that 
the National Association 
had to foot a $384.00 
printing liill following the 
St. Louis Cmivontion (and 
racket )" 
Now, if there us any reflection in 
that .sontonce upon the St. Louis 
Local Committee, please send me 
back to the Primary Class. 

Fact is, I have not hesitated to 
tell every one, high or low, that I 
considered the St. Louis Local Com- 
mittee shabbily treated liy certain 
persons immediately following the 
Convention there. From what I 
read (not l)eing present), I judged 
the St. Louis deaf people to have en- 
tertained the Convention in thererj/ 
best way, and I believe it was no 
less a per.wnage than the President 
of the National Association himvself 
to whom I wrote last Sjning and 
gave it as my opinion that the N. 
A. D. would never ho so well en- 
tertained as it had been at St. Louis. 
As Chairman of the Norfolk 
Local Committee, I was indebted 
to the Rev. J. H. Cloud (the St. 
Louis Chairman) for much valuable 
information as to procedure in 
entertainment matters. Not having 
attended a N. A. D, Convention, 
I was natuarlly somewhat at sea as 
to handling such a large body. 

On account of misunderstandings 
of our duties, it was only six weeks 
before the assembly of the Conven- 
tion when our Committee got down 
to real work. Our enthusiasm had 
been drowned before that by read- 
ing the bickerings of factions, both 
in the public prints and in 
private letters. 

Right here it may interest not 
only Mr. SteidemaTin but the deaf 
generally, to know that all through 
the Norfolk Convention I had in 
my pocket a letter demanding the 
resignation of the entire Norfolk 
Local Committee. 

The Committee, however, was not 
willing to allow the Convention 
come to Norfolk and not be enter 
trtined at least in a moderate wav. 
With L'JOO in its treasury, "it 
looked about to see what it could do 
The large crowds the Exposition 
people had expected to come, had 
not materialized, and this had the 
offect of keeping up prices on every- 
thing — instead ofioivering them, as 
later in the summer. 

1. The Committee decided that 
it would entertain the Convention 
on the opening night with a recep- 
tion, of course, footing the bill it 
self. 

2. It decided that as it did not ex- 
pect over 200 guest*, it would take 
them on a steamer ride through the 
illuminated warship fleet on the 
night of July 4th. But when bo 
tween 350 and 400 visitors swooped 
down upon them — threo-foiirths 
with no previous notice — it wa.s ini- 
mediatoly decided that the only 
way the committee could be justified 
in assuming the expense of the 
steamer trip, was to sell tickets (i< 
half what the committee paid for 
them. While it was stated in the 
printed programs that tickets 
should be purchased, as a matter of 
fact, it was the committee's inten- 
tion to announce that day that the 
steamer trip was complimentary, 
and the tickets wore so printed. 
But to carry 400 people at 50 cents 
each was nion» than the committee 
could stand for with its funds; 
therefore, it assumed half the ex- 
pense — and if anybody does not 
think the sight presented on that 
trip was not worth the quarter 



charged, please send bill C.O.D. to 
us. 

3. The Committee ran in debt a 
few dollars on tlie banquet. Why? 
l^>cause nearly halt of those who 
purchased tickets delayed to do so 
until the last minute. The caterer 
demanded in his contract twenty- 
four hours' notice of the number of 
covers to prepare. When the 
twenty-four hours' limit arrive<l, 
there were not thirty tickets dis- 
posed of it. But the m.itter was 
held open by the committee until 
the very last minute — tables being 
prepared even while the throng was 
pa.s8ing in to be seated. Addi- 
tional servants were hastily sum- 
moned. The Committee knew it 
would " catch it" when the bill was 
presented, and in fact the caterer 
did present a heavier bill than the 
one finally agreed upon for Imtli r(>. 
ceplion and Imnquet. 

4. The Pilgrimage to Jaiin-.-iiinfn 
Islatid, This event was entii-oly 
outside the dates of the N. A. D. 
Convention. It was extensively 
advertised as being under the au- 
.spices of the Virginia Association of 
the Deaf. The Sub- Committee 
having the tickets were instructed 
to sell them to members of the Con 
vention at cost — /'. «•., seventy-five 
cents ; to all others, $1.00. The only 
way a member could be recognized 
was i)y his blue badge, and some 
members failed to display their 
badges. There whs consequently 
some little misunderstanding, but 
wherever I l)ecame cognizant of 
such, I at once returned the quarter 
upon my own responsibility. 

This a long and po8.xibly needle.ss 
narrative. The financial state- 
ment of the Norfolk Local Com- 
mittee has not yet been published 
in any of the deaf papers, tho' it 
is in the N. A. D. report, I will 
ask the Editor of the JournaIj and 
all the others to please publish tho 
statement. 

I would not be doing justice to 
the President of the N. A. D., 
before closing this statement, with- 
out stating timt he exercised over 
the Norfolk Local Comraitleo 
absolutely no dictatorial authority 
Of the arrangements the cominitec 
made he know veiy nearly nothing 
— except one sole item, the photo- 
graphic concession. When the 
committee found it could not agree 
with him and others, they publislied 
a statement in the Journal to that 
offect, leaving the photographic 
matter to the Convention, as it 
thought piopor. but which it was lat- 
er shown the committee wjis square- 
ly within their provinceto decide. 
Then they decided it by securing a 
reduction in the prices of first-class 
work, awarded the concession with- 
out a penny of " l)lood " money and 
dismis.sod tho matter. ( After the 
convention was over, if the photo- 
arapher did not live up to his agree- 
ment, the Committee had no ro 
dress ) 

No one whatever "persuaded" the 
Norfolk Local Committee to foot tho 
printing bill. On \he other hand, 
Veditz liimself expiessed to the 
writer his hope that the Local Com- 
mittee would not find itself in debt 
after the Convention was over, and 
ho expressed tho further hope that 
tl.e Committoo would have at least a 
small sum for the Virginia Associa- 
tion treasur}\ 

I am really glad of the opjwrtu- 
nity Mr. Steidomann's letter opened 
for me to make all tlit^se explana- 
tions. If Mr. Sloidomann was 
present at the Convention I did not 
know of it. I am sorry to have 
massed him. That I was under tre- 
mendous "pressure," there is no 
doubt. My whole course was to 
pour oil, if possilde, on tho "tronblo<l 
waters." I nominated Veditz foi 
ro-eloction without consulting him, 
and I asked for his election by ac- 
clamation, which Prof. Fox (Veditz's 
own friend) killed. When the 
nomination for Secretary was in 
order, it was my intention to re- 
nominate Mr. Cloud, and nothing 
surprised me more than to see 
Veditz himself clamber up on the 
rostrum and nominate me. A few 
moments l>efore that, some of Mr. 
Cloud's own friends, who had gotten 
an inkling of my intention to no- 
minate him, called me out of the hall 
and told mo it would be inadvisable 
for me to go auyi further, that I 
would deatn^y my own desire for 
harmony in the organization by 
pressiuu the re-nomination of both 
leaders of tho contending factions. 
"2 Ac li^it of this fuss has been 



reached," spelled one of Mr. Cloud's 
friends, which has made an impres- 
sion upon my mind to this day. 

I think my whole course towards 
Mr. Cloud wjis one of kindness and 
courtesy— at least, that was my in- 
tention at all times. Without ad- 
vice or solicitation, I requested 
Veditz to give Mr. Cloud the honor 
of opening the N. A. D, Day Exer- 
cises at the Exposition. Without 
Veditz's or anybody else's know- 
ledge, I inserted Mr. Cloud's name 
for a toast at the banquet. I ap- 
pointed Mr. Cloud to have charge 
of the exercises at the old Church 
at Jamestown Island, and I turned 
over to him the collection there 
raised. Upon my own initiative, I 
requested Mr. Cloud last Fall to 
send mo a copy of his sermon at 
Jamestown, which he did (but 
which was printed in the " Silent 
Worker'' before the N.<,A. D. repoH 
w.os ready), and which I gave a pro- 
minent place in the report. No 
suggestion, insinuation, hint or 
anything whatever, was given me 
by Veditz or anybody else, 

I do not hesitate to openly stat« 
that those attentions to Mr. Cloud 
upon my part were engendered by 
feelings that he had not been fairly 
treated l)y the leaders at St, Louis, 
and to the further fact that I found 
him to bo a most affable and plea- 
sant gentleman, and I hope<l to see 
him later rise to the exalted posi- 
tion of President of the National 
organization. 

I cannot close this letter, how- 
ever, in justice to myself, without 
stating tho sorrow I now feel at the

Most High, to quickly and absolute- 
ly heal, that peace may reign in our 
midst. The o<litorial of the JOUR- 
NAL two weeks ago was the most 
timely and eloquent argument 
upon this subject I have ever seen 
— the standing together of the 
deaf as a body. Even since that 
editorial was written we have lost a 
hard fight before one of the most 
important departments of our 
government— the very government 
we help to support. It is high time 
our leaders and all others should be 
found presenting a solid front for 
the common weal.

colored children of the Old Do- 
minion State. 

Two free 8it«e have been offered 
as a location for the school, and 
Superintendent Ritter is authorized 
to visit them and any other siteH 
that may l>e offered before the 15ih 
(lay of May next, and report hie 
findings to the Board. Under 
the provisions of the appropriation 
act, which gives $25,000 for the 
new school, the Board must have a 
farm, and it is desired that it be 
somewhere between Newport News 
and Lynchburg. 

Every one who knows Saperin- 
indent Ritter will testify that he 
is well qnalifle<l by education, ex- 
perience, ability and temperament 
for the importAnt office to which he 
has been elected. 

The only State in the country 
which makes no provision for the 
care and education of its colored

March 28, 1908.— He was a big 
robust fellow with wearing apparel 
that betokened one well-to-do. He 
was deaf— that is, he said so. He 
had come from Cuba, had been 
born there, and was anxious to se- 
cure money wherewith to obtain an 
education. He carried a state 
ment, written out on a couple pages 
of foolscap, which he asked people 
to read, and having done so to lend 
him a helping hand. He struck 
Columbus, and was stopping 
people to read his statement, and 
rhen hand over to him what they 
could in the way of money. Some 
how or other a guardian of the law 
got after him and furnished hiui a 
night's lodging at the Scioto River 
Hotel, free of charge. The next 
morning he was brought before his 
Honor Police Judge Osborne to give 
an account of him.self. When ask- 
ed questions he was as silent as the 
tomt) — as deaf as a post, he plead- 
ed He handed out his statement 
to the Judge, as an answer to his 
question. An interpreter was sent 
for in the person of Mr. Leon Ode- 
lirecht, a teacher at the State School 
for Deaf. If didn't take long for 
the professor to size up the man, 
and that he was an imptwtor. He 
gave his name as George Hoffman. 
Had lived in Cuba all his life, so he 
wrote, tint when asked to speak or 
write Spanish, not a word of it 
could he utter. He went through a 
variety of sign motions to show 
I hat he was deaf, but they were so 
at variance with the real language 
that any one connected with the 
education of the deaf could easily 
see that the fellow was lying. His 
statement was written in good Eng- 
lish, but he cave himself away in 
this too, all his capital I's were 
written i, which no deaf person of 
any e<l neat ion uses. 

The Jirdge gave the fellow thirty 
days in the workhouse, at stone 
smashing ; bjit would remit the 
punishment, on condition he left 
town at o'ice, but if again arrested 
here tlo >i4xiit«n<'e would be carried 
out.

And Lord Fitzmaurice, a few days 
ago, speaking at a mixed gathering 
of English and French people, re- 
marked that it was " the privilege 
of an Englishman to be illogicial." 
and to quote a leading English 
journal "Our language is illogical; 
and so are our roads, our actions, 
and our laws." 

The action of the British Govern- 
ment in providing State aid for Deaf 
Schools in England and Scotland, 
and withholding the same from Ire- 
land, was again strongb' comment- 
ed upon at the Annual Meeting of 
the Ulster Society for Promoting 
the Education of the Deaf and 
Dumb, held a few days ago, the 
report going to show, as it had 
done in recent years, not only con- 
tinued, but increased diminution 
in the freewill offerings of the 

nnblif nri whi'.>i i>s "yry 

depends, and thac in 
npite of increased efforts on the 
part of officials and friends of the 
Institution, the reason given at the 
meeting being that the collectors of 
the two Missions for Adults in Bel- 
fast contrived by their activity to 
anticipate the school workers in ob- 
taining subscriptions. Truly a de- 
plorable state of affairs when it is 
borne in mind that one Mission, 
with its one collector, as obtains 
at present, is amply sufficient to 
meet all requirements, it being a 
remarkable fact that the decrease 
in the school funds synchronises 
with the inauguration of which the 
deaf, as a whole, regard as super- 
fluous — the second Mission and its 
collectorssome ten years ago. Leav- 
ing alone these drawbacks, the 
Ulster Institution has everything to 
commend it as an educational es- 
tablishment. 

Another instance of the English- 
man's discrimination was given in 
the course of a football match at 
Bristol last week. Bad language 
was heard amongst some of the 
players and the referee evidently re- 
velling in his " little brief author- 
ity." and J wishing. to make 
an examp/' i upon a player 
who was totjilly deaf and dumb and 
ordered him off the field, suspend- 
ing the offending deaf mute for the 
remainder of the game. The law of 
the British referee being like that 
of the Medes and Per mut- 
able, appeal was out of tion. 
In Belfast recently a young dteaf- 
inute, a packing-case maker, was 
pulling along the streets a hand 
cart loaded with empty cases piled 
high above the other, and emerging 
from « ' '-et into a main fhor- 
oughfa. i the tram car lines 
upon which he promptly negotiated 
the wheels of his vehicle as a 
means of easier locomotion, and 
after proceeding a short distance 
stopped, sat down on one of the 
Hhafts, and in the shadow of the 
pile behirirj him, tooTc out his pipe, 
which I "'ly began to fill, in 
which (r on he was interrupted 
by the sight of crowds beginning to 
gather on the pavement on either 
side of him. After surveying the 
people for some time, wondering 
what had occurred, he espied two 
burly ; n making tfiwards 
him wit ing but good wishfs 
displayed upon their robust counten- 
ances. Now looking greatly alarm- 
ed h« jumped to his feet, as if real- 
izing the whole situation, towards 
the rear, sprang to the shafts, and 
with frantic energy, the 
the lines.

The Osllaiidet jnemorlMl. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-ltdutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of , the 
deaf-mutes of New York. ' The 
amount required for " The Qallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
